Conservative Members in Majority 


And Favorable Action 


Anticipated 


Columbus, Jan. 6.—Heated debate 
was precipitated at the convention of 
the United Mine Workers by a motion 
to approve the action of the officers 
fn accepting President Wilson’s pro­ 
posals for ending the coal strike. 
Although the opposition was strong 
enough to cause postponement of the 
vote, conservative members are in the 
majority. 
Leading the opposition to 
the indorsement, introduced by P. H. 
Murray, Pittsburgh, was Delegate Jo­ 
seph Leinai of Peoria, 111. He sought 
to amend Murray’s motion so as to 
disapprove action of Lewis and Wil­ 
l i 
Green, secretary-treasurer of the 
national organization, and to “con­ 
demn them.” 
"Eugene Debs and other sincere 
Americans went to jail,’’ Leinai de­ 
clared, after saying Lewis and Green 
gbould have 
done likewise, rather 
than "knuckle down’’ to the federal 
government. 
“Let’s wait until the 
peace treaty is signed,” Leinai con­ 
cluded, “fire Lewis and the other offi­ 
cers; start a good house-cleaning and 
run this business ourselves.” 
Delegate Heaton, Indiana, declared 
be would rather “die and rot in hell” 
than give up the struggle for the 
rights of labor. 
J. C. Lewis, Iowa, drew applause 
When he said Lewis and Green would 
not have done their duty by the or­ 
ganization had they acted otherwise 
than they did.

Hays Indorses the 
Stand of Women 


Propose That Coming National Con­ 
vention Double Membership 
of Committee 


HOOPS AND MOBS 
EXCHANGE VOLLEYS; 
OVER 100 KILLED 


Geneva, Jan. 6.—More than 100 per­ 
sons have been killed or wounded in 
anti-dynastic manifestations at Sofia, 
according to Belgrade 
advices re­ 
ceived here. 
Large crowds of mani- 
festants, including the leading bcur- 
geoise, assembled before the palao#, 
cheating “Long live the republic! 
Down with the king!” 
They attempted to rush the palace, 
but the troops opened fire and the 
demonstrators replied with revolvers 
and stones. 
It was in this fighting 
that most of the casualties occurred. 
The serious situation is due to in­ 
creasing unrest in the capital and 
throughout Bulgaria because of dis­ 
satisfaction 
over the terms of the 
treaty, especially the loss of lands in 
Thrace. 


Chicago, Jan. 6.—Republican women 
from 14 states of the mid-west, con­ 
ferring on party plans and issues for 
the 1320 presidential campaign, de­ 
manded equal representation with the 
men en the national committee of the 
party and urged “a fair representa­ 
tion of women delegates from*eacb 
state” in the national convention in 
June. 
Many of the women professed to 
see 
an 
immediate 
indorsement of 
their attitude in a speech which Will 
H. Hays, chairman of the Republican 
national 
committee, delivered at a 
banquet which followed the confer­ 
ence. 
“The Republican party offers 
the women everything we offer the 
men,” he said. / ‘Republican women 
come into the party not as women 
but as voters entitled to participate 
and 
participating as other voters. 
They are not to be separated or seg­ 
regated, but assimilated and amal­ 
gamated.”

The women proposed in a formal 
resolution that the coming national 
convention “take action to double the 
membership” of the national commit­ 
tee, so that “each state he represent­ 
ed by one man and one woman me- 
ber.” They urged further that this be­ 
come “the policy of the party in all 
party 
committees, both state 
and 
local.” 
The women also adopted 10 sug­ 
gested 
planks for 
the Republican 
party platform. 
These included rec­ 
ommendations for “direct citizenship 
for women, not citizenship through 
marriage,” and laws making possible 
the naturalization of married women. 
Planks Suggested. 
ThOy also favored “national and 
state legislation for the regulation 
and abolition of child labor.” 
An­ 
other section asks states and nation 
to establish the eight-hour day and 
44-hour week for women in industry, 
with statutory provision for a day of 
rest each week. Permanent establish­ 
ment of the women’s bureau of the 
department of labor, a national em­ 
ployment service, “with adequate pro­ 
vision for departments for women in 
national offices and all local offices,” 
and equal opportunities for women 
through the civil service were spon­ 
sored. 
There was also a meeting of the 
committee in charge of arrangements 
for (he national convention. The two 
affairs attracted a big gathering of 
party leaders and the local campaign 
headquarters of Governor Lowden. 
General Wood and Senator Harding of 
Ohio hummed with activity.

I When the eld fire alarm system, with 
its expensive upkeep, was in operation, 
false alarms came thick and heavy, as 
the record of the year 1919 gives proof. 
When all the small boy had to do was 
1 to break the glass in the box, pull the 
I cord and hide while he watched 
the 
fire trucks come and the horses run. 
With the institution of the telephone 
j system the lad who wants to see the 
fire department run must communicate 
with the police department first, which 
is a dangerous occupation. 
Besides, 
with the new’ fire trucks the firemen 
reach the scene almost before the lad 
w’ho turned in the alarm can get in hid­ 
ing. 
Under the old system the send­ 
ing in of an alarm w*as an expensive 
operation, involving both trouble and 
expense, w’hile at the present rate, 
the system is no more expensive with 
a hundred calls than it is with one.

the home of H. E. Kieman, on May 22, 
at the H. & A. boiler room on J ane 4, 
and in a box car filled with lumber 
on the Pennsylvania railroad track. 
October 30. The last fire of the year
